Following  much  discussion  regarding  the  services  we  offer  our  members,  the 
reality  of  venues  available  to  us,  the  quality,  and  therefore  prestige  of  the  organiza- 
tion, the  criteria  has  been  modified  by  unanimous  vote  in  the  following  manner: 

Any  artist  residing  in  New  England  can  become  an  ARTIST  MEMBER  of  the 
New  England  Watercolor  Society. 

In  order  to  attain  SIGNATURE  MEMBERSHIP,  an  artist's  work  (classroom  work 
is  not  eligible)  must  be  accepted  into  four  shows  in  a ten -year  period,  one  of  which 
- must  be  a national  show. 

This  new  policy  will  take  effect  in  2002.  The  summer  show  in  Chatham  was  the 
last  one  honoring  the  old  policy.

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L0RING  COLEMAN  was  born  in  Boston  in  April  1 91 8 at  which  time  his  father  was  about  to  embark  for  Europe  as  a WW I officer.  After  the  war,  his  family 
settled  in  Chicago  while  he  attended  the  first  six  grades  in  the  Chicago  Latin  School.  They  then  returned  to  Concord,  Massachusetts  where  his  grand- 
mother had  a farm  enabling  him  to  graduate  in  1938  from  Concord’s  Middlesex  School. 

Developmentally,  having  always  had  a keen  interest  in  drawing  and  painting,  he  was  fortunately, 
introduced  to  three  artists  who  shaped  his  life  as  a painter.  They  were  Herman  Dudley  Murphy,  NA  who 
painted  still  life;  Charles  Curtis  Allen,  NA  — landscapes;  and  Bernard  Keyes,  NA  — figure  drawing  and 
portrait  painting.  All  of  his  early  training  was  that  of  an  oil  painter.  "One  seldom  heard  of  watercolor  when 
I was  a student,  although  I was  very  aware  of  the  watercolors  of  Durer,  Homer,  Sargent  and  especially  Frank 
Benson  and  Dodge  McKnight."  Prior  to  WW  II,  he  was  an  assistant  to  Charles  Curtis  Allen  at  his  Boston 
School.  The  day  before  Pearl  Harbor  in  1941 , Loring  and  Katinka  were  married.  They  were  blessed  with  four 
children:  two  daughters,  and  two  sons,  seven  grandchildren,  and  three  great-grandchildren. 

During  WW  II,  he  had  the  opportunity  as  director  of  the  Army's  largest  Art  Department  of  over  250  men,  to  work  along  side  so  many  talented  people 
that  developed  as  a team,  to  create  every  conceivable  type  of  training  aids  that  could  potentially  be  helpful  to  the  Army's  field  use.  Subsequent  to  the  war, 
he  remained  in  the  active  reserve  until  he  retired  in  1962  as  a Lieutenant  Colonel.  During  that  earlier  period,  Loring  and  his  family  lived  in  Atlanta  Georgia 
where  he  had  the  responsibility  for  the  layout  and  design  of  all  Emory  University's  publications.  They  yearned,  however,  to  be  back  in  the  Northeast  where 
he  eventually  returned  as  a teacher  and  subsequent  head  of  the  Middlesex  School's  Art  Department  in  Concord  for  the  next  27  years. 

As  an  artist  "I  have  stuck  to  my  guns  as  a landscape  painter."  There  was  a brief  excursion  into  the  realm  of  abstract  expressionism  that  he  found  was 
not  "my  bag,"  although  he  sold  all  the  paintings  he  produced  at  that  time.  "I  take  my  personal  philosophy  from  Polonius's  advice  to  his  son  Laertes  in 
Shakespeare's  Hamlet — "this  above  all  unto  thine  own  self  be  true;  and  it  must  follow  as  the  night  the  day,  thou  canst  not  then  be  false  to  any  man." 

As  we  write  Loring's  thoughts  and  words,  the  accolades  are  still  forthcoming,  as  they  have  always  been,  having  just  received  the  prestigious  Frederick 
Whitaker  Award  for  s2,500  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  New  York.  Congratulations,  Loring!

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THIS  MONTH  we  GET  TO  KNOW  Ruth  COBB.  Ruth  was  born  in  Boston  in  1914,  and  grew  up  in  one  of  Dorchester's  ubiquitous  three-decker  houses. 
Always  enjoying  drawing,  she  found  her  mother  to  be  especially  encouraging  of  her  creative  efforts.  While  doing  her  homework  for  an  hour  each  way 
on  the  subway  and  trolleys,  she  would  attend  the  after  school  classes  five  days  a week  at  Boston's  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

During  the  depression  when  one  would  be  most  hesitant  to  major  in  fine  art,  in  1931,  she  enrolled  in 
the  design  course  (commercial  art)  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art.  There,  the  most  important  event  of 
her  life  occurred  when  she  met  another  freshman,  Lawrence  Kupferman.  With  his  absolute  passion  for  art, 
literature  and  music,  he  opened  her  eyes  to  an  appreciation  of  art  in  all  its  richness  and  diversity.  That  was 
the  time  she  became  enchanted  with  the  simplicity  and  the  delicate  transparencies  of  Japanese  art,  which 
so  influenced  her  works.  Upon  graduating  in  1 935,  she  got  a job  at  $1 5/week  lettering  sale  signs  as  well  as 
doing  pen  and  ink  drawings  of  grocery  and  drug  store  items. 

It  wasn't  until  1 937  when  President  Roosevelt  initiated  the  Work  Projects  Administration  (WPA),  which 
brought  about  an  artistic  resurgence  in  America.  She  and  Lawrence  could  now  afford  to  get  married. 
Historically,  it  was  at  a time  when  young  artists,  musicians,  actors  and  writers  were  barely  subsisting  with  the  unavailability  of  jobs,  that  they  could  now 
spend  full-time  at  their  respective  art  while  being  paid  a "munificent"  salary  of  $23/week.  With  such  a foundation,  American  art  flourished  enabling  the 
creation  of  masterpieces  of  art  and  classical  theater. 

In  1 941 , Lawrence  whose  work  was  being  collected  by  a number  of  museums  was  also  offered  a teaching  job  at  Mass  Art.  This  enabled  them  to 
contemplate  starting  a family.  In  1 946,  Ruth's  second  stimulus  in  art  began  with  their  summering  in  Provincetown.  This  led  to  an  exposure  and 
subsequent  close  friendship  with  many  other  artists  of  diverse  styles  who  came  from  other  regions  of  this  country  and  abroad.  Now,  in  addition  to 
her  prior  Japanese  influence,  she  became  enamored  by  the  cubism  style  of  another  artist,  Braque. 

By  1 950,  they  purchased  their  first  house  in  one  of  Boston's  suburbs,  while  continuing  to  raise  their  family.  They  became  avid  gardeners  with  many 
of  the  flowers  finding  their  way  into  her  still  life  paintings.  Over  the  years  she  became  excited  with  the  rich  colors  of  Bonnard's  work  the  "spiritual 
quality"  of  Morris  Graves,  the  "fantasy"  of  Paul  Klee  and  the  "playful  earthiness"  of  Miro.  But  the  one  who  excited  and  encouraged  her  most  with  his 
creative  inventiveness,  was  Lawrence,  her  husband  and  colleague,  who  passed  away  in  1982.  Her  children,  Nancy  Blanchard  and  David  Kupferman 
themselves  have  become  successful  artists. 

At  the  age  of  89,  Ruth  Cobb  is  still  vigorously  and  actively  painting,  immersed  in  one  of  her  latest  solo  shows,  with  a retrospective  at  Brandeis 
University's  Womenis  Studies  Center  Gallery  in  2003.

ARTIST  PROFILE 
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THIS  ISSUE  WE  HAVE  THE  PRIVILEGE  OF  GETTING  TO  KNOW  DONALD  ST0LTENBERG.  Don  was  bom  in  1927  in 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.  He  attended  grade  school  in  Chicago  and  high  school  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan.  As  a 
child,  he  clearly  recalls  visiting  his  uncle  Herman  who  happened  to  be  the  only  family  member  who  was  a serious 
artist.  His  uncle  painted  watercolors,  mostly  landscapes  from  in  and  around  the  Chicago  area,  but  also  an 
occasional  still-life  which  Donald  vividly  recalls  he  was  doing  on  the  day  of  a family  visit.  "I  remember  watching 
him  apply  the  color  to  the  painting  he  was  doing  of  a vase  of  flowers  on  a Turkish  carpet-covered  table.  No  doubt 
this  was  a turning  point  in  my  life,  for  from  then  on,  it  became  even  clearer  that  art  would  be  my  vocation." 

By  the  time  he  finished  high  school,  his  uncle's  widow  persuaded  his  parents  to  let  him  stay  with  her  and 
attend  a commercial  art  school  in  Chicago  that  she  recommended.  In  those  days,  it  was  felt  to  be  almost  impossible 
to  make  a living  in  fine  art  and  that  advertising  at  least  offered  a steady  income.  Fortunately  for  him,  one  of  his 
teachers  was  a fine  artist  who  encouraged  his  students  to  visit  the  art  institute  and  study  Lautrec  and  Degas  rather 
than  confine  oneself  only  to  the  popular  illustrators.  Later,  in  his  teens,  the  son  of  one  of  his  parents'  friends  who 
was  studying  art  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  brought  him  along  to  paint  watercolors  on  site.  It  turned  out  they 
were  both  interested  in  industrial  subject  matter  and  found  their  inspiration  in  rail  yards  and  factories. 

With  this  background,  he  entered  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Design  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  in  1 953  earned  a B.S.  degree  in  visual 
design.  He  continued  to  search  out  subjects  in  the  buildings  and  urban  landscapes  of  Chicago.  Similarly,  when  several  of  his  painting  instructors 
encouraged  this  interest  in  architectural  and  industrial  subjects,  he  was  off  and  running.  After  a four-month  sojourn  in  Europe  where  he  made  watercolor 
travel  sketches,  he  moved  to  Boston,  finding  new  inspiration  in  architectural  subjects.  By  that  time,  he  gradually,  began  utilizing  both  oil  and  watercolor 
media  as  he  completed  a series  of  paintings  of  the  elevated  (el ) structures.  "I  find  it  interesting  that  when  I came  to  Boston,  the  Central  Artery 
construction  became  an  exciting  subject  for  me,  and  now  all  these  years  later,  it  is  the  Big  Dig  that  replaces  it,  figuring  in  my  work".  As  time  went  by,  he 
found  himself  increasingly  using  pastels  and  charcoal  pencils  for  "on  the  spot"  sketching.  He  would  later  work  out  these  ideas  in  either  oil  or  watercolor 
in  his  studio.  This  allowed  him  the  opportunity  to  explore  technigues  not  possible  on  site;  specifically,  reductive  painting,  the  washing  out  of  paint 
through  the  use  of  masks  and  stencils,  and  the  floating  of  large  washes,  using  sponges  as  well  as  brushes.  This  all  contributed  to  the  wider  range  of 
effects  he  felt  were  needed  to  express  the  spatial  effects  that  he  so  desired. 

During  this  period,  Donald  was  not  only  a painter,  but  also  a printmaker,  teacher  and  author.  He  taught  at  the  Institute  of  Design  in  Chicago,  RISD,  ( 
The  DeCordova  Museum  School  in  Lincoln,  Castle  Hill  School  in  Truro,  the  Falmouth  Artists  Guild  and  at  the  Cape  Cod  Conservatory  of  Music  and  Art.  He 
was  the  author  of  Collagraph  Printmaking  (1975)  and  The  Artist  and  the  Built  Environment  (1980),  both  published  by  Davis  Publications.  His  work  is 
included  in  the  collections  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Portland  Museum  of  Art,  DeCordova  Museum,  Frye  Art  Museum,  Cape  Museum  of  Fine 
Art,  as  well  as  numerous  others.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  AWS,  NEWS,  and  a fellow  in  the  ASMA.

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ARTIST  PROFILE 
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MARY  JO  RINES  WAS  BORN  IN  WILKES-BARRE  PENNSYLVANIA  and  moved  to  Greenwich  Village,  NYC  when  she  was  four  years  old. 
Her  father  taught  at  NY  University  and  weekday  mornings  Dr.  Marcy  would  walk  his  little  daughter  past  the  pushcarts  on  Bleeker 
St.  to  the  Little  Red  School  House.  This  was  (and  still  is)  a small,  hands-on,  very  progressive  nurturing  school.  Undoubtedly,  this 
was  where  many  seeds  of  art  and  creativity  were  planted.  The  Marcy  side  of  the  family  is  artistic  and  musical  and  Mary  Jo  was 
encouraged  to  draw  and  paint.  But  it  wasn't  until  the  family  moved  to  Maplewood,  NJ  that  Mary  Jo  really  focused  on  art. 

When  she  graduated  from  Maplewood  Junior  High  School,  she  won  the  fefega:  Act  AahkI  "I  remember  the  drawing.  It  was  an  abstract  cityscape 
stimulated  by  huge  sheets  of  crumpled  brown  paper."  At  Skidmore  College,  Mary  Jo  was  encouraged  to  major  in  a field  that  would  enable  her  to  earn  a living, 
but  her  parents  didn't  include  art  in  that  category.  So,  she  majored  in  Biology  and  took  many  courses  in  Skidmore's  strong  art  department. 

Mary  Jo  and  Mel  Rines  were  married  in  February  of  1 954  and  had  three  children;  Marcy,  Jeff  and  David.  "When  the  kids  were  little  I painted  at  night  until 
exhausted.  Then  as  they  got  more  independent,  I began  taking  courses  at  the  DeCordova  Museum  and  discovered  watercolor  with  Foster  Nystrom.  That  was 
it!  No  messy  cleanup  and  a mediym  that  was  cheerful  and  had  a mind  of  its  own."  This  was  also  the  beginning  of  the  Watercolor  Workshop  craze  and 
through  the  years  Mary  Jo  studied  with  many  of  the  successful  and  talented  watercolor  teachers,  like  Doris  White,  Carlton  Plummer,  Betty  Lou  Schlemm,  Pat 
San  Soucie,  Katherine  Chang  Liu,  and  "the  one  and  only  Dottie  Weiner."  It  was  during  this  time  that  the  possibilities  and  excitement  of  experimental  water 
based  painting  became  an  important  part  of  her  technique. 

From  1970-1995,  Mary  Jo  taught  "Techniques  of  Watercolor"  in  Wellesley,  Dover,  and  conducted  the  Deep  Cove  workshops  from  her  studio  on 
Southport  Island,  Maine.  She  has  traveled  throughout  the  world  capturing  images  of  other  cultures  and  has  escorted  painting  safaris  in  Kenya  in  1 986  and  in  > 
Tanzania  in  1 988.  The  "Rfee  c£  the  Sa"  series,  transparent  paintings  of  shells,  sand  and  sea  led  to  her  election  to  the  Midwest  Watercolor  Society  (now  the 
Transparent  Watercolor  Society  of  America)  and  into  many  shows  throughout  the  country.  Over  the  years  her  paintings  have  won  over  45  awards  and  honors. 

Mary  Jo  is  currently  experimenting  with  structure  and  color  to  stimulate  the  viewer's  thoughts  and  ideas  about  her  subject.  "It  is  always  a challenge  but 
an  integral  part  of  my  life."

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CARLTON  PLUMMER,  AWS,  was  born  in  Brunswick,  ME  and  spent  his  formative  years  growing  up  on  a farm  with  his  paternal 
grandparents,  aunt  and  uncle  and  his  father.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  16  months  old.  As  a result  of  his  farm  environment, 
Carlton  had  a love  for  drawing  farm  animals  which  soon  expanded  to  sketching  figures  and  portraits  of  people  around  him.  A rural 
life  and  exposure  to  nature  allowed  Carlton  to  develop  an  understanding  of  and  strong  appreciation  for  the  natural  environment 
that  has  stayed  with  him  throughout  his  life.  In  high  school  he  balanced  sports,  music  and  art  where  he  was  introduced  to 
painting  portraits  in  watercolor,  which  he  continues  today.  Encouragement  from  several  mentors  in  the  local  art  world  during 
the  early  years  inspired  and  helped  him  to  stay  focused  on  his  artistic  goals.  He  enrolled  at  Vesper  George  School  of  Art  in  Boston  where  he  majored  in 
illustration.  It  was  there  he  met  his  future  wife,  Joan.  He  was  drafted  into  the  Army  during  the  Korean  War,  which  put  his  illustration  career  on  hold  for  two 
years.  He  did  however,  get  into  "special  services"  as  an  army  artist  painting  murals  and  designing  posters  for  sports  events  on  the  post.  He  was  sent  to 
Heidelberg,  Germany,  and  while  overseas,  special  services  allowed  Carlton  time  for  traveling  and  painting  in  many  European  countries.  After  returning  from 
his  service  in  the  Army,  he  continued  as  a freelance  illustrator  in  Boston  until  he  enrolled  at  the  Mass  College  of  Art  where  he  earned  a BFA  in  Art 
Education.  Illustrating  for  the  Yellow  Pages  allowed  the  Plummer  family  (now  with  four  children)  to  survive  during  financially  tight  times.  He  became  a 
high  school  art  teacher  and  Director  of  Art  Education  in  Chelmsford,  Mass.  During  this  time  he  studied  for  and  received  a Masters  of  Fine  Art  in  Painting. 

He  went  on  to  be  an  assistant  professor  at  Lowell  State  College  (later  Univ.  of  Mass  at  Lowell)  and  continued  his  painting  and  began  giving  workshops. 

Carlton  was  commissioned  by  the  Department  of  Military  Art  to  participate  in  the  Army  Combat  Art  program,  as  a civilian  painter,  and  in  1967  was  sent  to 
Thailand.  Twelve  of  his  paintings  from  that  trip  hang  in  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Museum  of  Military  Art  in  Washington,  D C.  ^ 

His  mode  of  painting  keeps  changing,  approaching  abstraction  and  touches  of  fantasy  at  times.  However,  he  still  paints  in  the  impressionistic  style 
he  started  with.  Although  Carlton  considers  watercolor  to  be  his  favorite  medium  he  also  paints  in  oils  and  acrylics  on  large  canvases.  His  philosophy  is  to 
continue  doing  those  things  that  are  challenging  and  rewarding  to  him,  and  to  spend  as  much  time  with  his  family  as  possible.  At  this  point,  retirement  is 
definitely  not  on  his  list  of  things  to  do.

PRESIDENT’S  NOTE 

I want  to  thank  everyone  who  responded  to  our  questionnaire  on  the  Emmanuel 
Church  project.  This  is  a big  undertaking  by  the  Society  and  it  is  reassuring  to  know 
that  as  the  Board  prepares  to  create  a "home"  base  for  NEWS  that  we  have  the  over- 
whelming support  of  our  members.  About  one-third  of  you  or  30%  replied  with  very 
thoughtful  and  helpful  comments  and  suggestions.  Of  the  119  members  responding, 
55.5%  were  in  favor  of  the  project  giving  it  a rating  of  "5";  20%  responded  with  a "4"; 
10.1%  with  a "3";  2.5%  responded  not  favorably  with  a "2";  1.7%  with  "1"  and  10% 
gave  no  rating  in  their  responses.  A little  under  half  of  you  (41%)  volunteered  to 
gallery  sit  from  4-8  hrs  a month  up  to  16  hours  a week.  This  would  initially  enable  us 
to  potentially  have  coverage  for  at  least  our  major  shows  without  hiring  outside  help. 

The  Church  strongly  anticipates  that  there  will  be  volunteer  Parishioner  gallery  sit- 
ters as  well,  on  a regular  basis.  Additionally,  contributions  of  all  facets  of  work  includ- 
ing mailings,  hanging,  phones,  fundraising,  etc.  were  offered.  The  negative  comments 
pertained  to  what  we  had  already  outlined  in  the  mailing  to  you  and  are  things  that 
need  to  be  ironed  out  before  we  can  go  ahead,  such  as  security  and  parking. 

Unfortunately,  what  we  don't  know  is  the  feeling  of  the  approximately  281  mem- 
bers or  70%  that  did  not  respond.  That  being  said,  you  have  given  us  the  incentive  to 
continue  to  pursue  this,  beginning  with  getting  a precise  quote  for  the  hanging  of 
track  and  lights  for  artwork  in  the  spaces  we  would  be  using.  As  we  progress  with 
determining  and  finalizing  the  expenses  we  would  have,  we  will  be  better  able  to 
assess  where  we  stand  financially. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  thoughtful  consideration  and  support.  We  will  keep  you 
informed  as  we  go  along,  and  will  aim  to  have  updated  information  at  our  Annual 
Meeting  in  March.

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GEORGE  SHEDD  SAYS,  "I  guess  we  have  all  had  people  that  inspired  and  encouraged  us,  and  mine 
was  H.  Boystow  Dummer,  an  illustrator  for  the  old  Boston  Post  Newspaper,  and  a landscape 
painter.  He  was  a friend  of  my  father." 

Mr.  Dummer's  interest  in  George's  work  and  his  advice  made  his  decision  to  become  an  artist 
an  easy  one.  Later  as  a student  at  Mass.  College  of  Art,  his  watercolor  instructor  Albert  Corsini 
also  liked  his  efforts  and  encouraged  him  to  paint  in  watercolor.

ARTIST  PROFILE 
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NANCY  STATES  THAT  SHE  HAS  HEARD  MANY  SAD  STORIES  from  her  students  of  unsupportive  parents  or 
teachers  who  led  them  to  believe  that  they  were  not  creative.  "I  realize  how  lucky  I am  to  have  had  a happy  story 
to  build  on.  When  I was  five  years  old,  I drew  a picture  of  a bunny  on  a hill  with  sky,  apple  tree,  sun  and  tulip.  My 
mother  and  her  friends  told  me  that  I must  be  an  artist,  and  I believed  them!"  she  says.  After  spending  most  of 
her  childhood  years  at  a school  that  didn't  encourage  the  arts,  she  spent  the  last  two  years  of  high  school  at  a 
school  that  gave  credit  for  art,  music  and  drama.  She  took  art  as  a major  and  music  as  a minor  and  explored 
everything  she  could  in  those  areas.  Nancy  credits  the  art  teacher  at  Beaver  Country  Day  School  for  opening  her 
eyes  and  the  head  of  the  art  department  at  Skidmore  College  for  encouraging  her  to  grow. 

In  her  sophomore  year  in  college  she  was  asked  to  assist  in  teaching  a drawing  class,  and  her  future  as  an  artist  was  being  planned  right 
there.  She  took  every  basic  color  and  design  class  she  could,  loving  every  minute  of  it.  But  then  at  the  age  of  17  she  met  and  married  Larry 
Howell  (1  /?  years  later! ).  She  spent  the  next  1 5 or  so  years  designing  needlepoint  and  painting  furniture  for  school  fairs.  When  their  children 
were  in  high  school,  a serious  creative  urge  hit  again,  and  she  took  more  color  and  design  classes  at  the  Art  Center  in  Needham.  She  did 
some  calligraphy,  silk  screen  printing,  and  then  hit  upon  watercolors.  She  never  looked  back  and  a couple  of  years  later  was  asked  to  teach 
the  class  that  she  had  been  taking!  "Boy  was  I naive!  But  I said  yes,  and  that  started  a wonderfully  happy  and  satisfying  life  as  a 'real' 
watercolor  painter." 

Nancy  Howell  is  determined  to  keep  exploring  all  the  facets  of  this  challenging  medium.  "I  can’t  help  but  look  to  my  dear  friend,  Loring 
Coleman,  as  inspiration,  for  as  he  lives  in  the  winter  of  his  life,  he  continues  to  challenge  himself  with  one  painting  after  another  in  hopes  of 
experiencing  that  ultimate  feeling  of  satisfaction  with  each  success."  She  always  saw  herself  as  being  a purely  abstract  painter,  and  is 
surprised  to  find  that  she  loves  to  paint  nature  en  plein  air,  then  go  back  to  the  studio  to  push  it  beyond  the  obvious'.  "Who  knows  where  I'll 
end  up,  but  I'm  certainly  enjoying  the  journey!"

She  entered  college  during  wartime,  and  although  she  had  planned  a career  in 
nursing  at  Boston  College,  she  instead  took  a turn  and  attended,  with  her  parents  blessing,  Mass 
College  of  Art.  She  majored  in  fashion  design  and  illustration.  Her  first  job  was  with  Filenes.  At  that 
time  through  her  roommates,  Mary  met  her  future  husband,  graphic  designer  David  Lizotte  who  was  working  at  Gunn  Associates,  now  Gunn 
Design.  They  married,  and  had  three  sons.  Because  David  worked  seven  days  a week  plus  National  Guard  duty,  weekly,  Mary  put  her 
painting  aside  to  be  home  full  time  with  her  boys.  All  of  her  children  either  drew  or  painted,  and  two  became  artisans  (one  a graphic  designer 
and  another,  a framer,  while  the  third  became  a CPA  and  treasurer  of  his  own  firm).  Mary  resumed  painting  when  her  youngest  child  was  13 
yrs  old.  She  attended  additional  art  classes  after  Mass  Art  and  began  painting  on  her  own  while  working  part  time  in  an  interior  decorating 
shop.

We  are  planning  to  continue  as  we  do  now 
with  our  regional  and  national  shows  to  be  held  in  venues  throughout  New  England.  Our  new 
home  will  give  us  the  opportunity  to  haveNEWS  exhibitions  open  to  both  members  and  associ- 
ate members,  giving  them  more  opportunities  to  work  toward  their  signature  membership.

shows.  The  NBAM  has  asked  that  you  indicate  which  award  (s)  the  work 
has  won  and  what  show  it  was  in  as  this  information  will  be  placed  next  to 
the  piece.  These  works  will  not  be  for  sale  so  the  fear  of  selling  one  you 
want  to  keep  is  not  there.  If  a patron  expresses  an  interest  in  your  work, 
they  will  be  referred  to  a designee  from  NEWS  to  communicate  directly 
with  the  artist.  If  you  have  a piece  you  would  like  to  submit  that  is  already 
sold  and  in  a private  collection,  the  curator  is  willing  to  write  a letter,  to  the 
collector  (if  you  need  him  to)  asking  permission  to  borrow  the  piece  for 
this  show.  Most  collectors  like  this,  and  the  piece  will  have  identification 
next  to  it  (if  they  desire)  indicating  the  collector.  This  gives  more  value  to 
the  work  as  well.  There  is  no  entry'  fee  or  other  incurred  costs  for  handling. 
The  work  may  be  hand  delivered  or  shipped.  The  shipping  costs  and 
insurance  for  travel  to  and  from  the  Museum  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
artist.

Jack  Jones  of  Danvers  recently  received  The  Gold  Medal  of 
Honor  for  his  watercolor  painting  entitled  Lily  Pond.  The  exhibi- 
tion was  held  at  the  National  Arts  League  in  New  York  Cty,  and 
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Elizabeth  credits  an  inborn  love  of  drawing  and  painting  coupled  with  a school  that  featured  daily  projects 
in  the  arts  for  putting  this  in  the  center  of  her  life  early.  A high  school  art  teacher  who  was  an  accomplished 
watercolorist  pushed  me  into  the  scholastic  magazine  contest  where  she  won  an  award  that  led  to  a year's 
scholarship  at  college  level,  life  drawing  and  portraiture  at  the  Dayton  Art  Institute  in  1944.  Eighteen  years  in 
the  Midwest  motivated  her  to  choose  an  eastern  college  — William  and  Mary  and  then  the  Art  Students 
League.  Little  did  she  know  that  the  Williamsburg  Restoration  was  subsidizing  some  very  fine  professors  from 
Yale  and  Harvard  to  teach  art  history.  Her  class  traveled  to  the  National  Gallery  in  Washington  D.C.  to  see  an 
exhibit  of  European  masterpieces  liberated  form  the  Germans.  It  had  a tremendous  effect  on  Elizabeth.  After 
graduation  she  married  a fellow  student  and  began  a life  which  took  her  to  Morocco  for  two  years  while  her  husband  was  in  the  Navy.  During  that  time 
she  took  many  trips  to  Europe  and  visited  all  the  major  museums.  During  this  time  she  had  two  children  and  with  the  assistance  of  household  help,  was 
able  to  still  paint,  sell  and  take  commissions  — one  which  was  of  the  King  of  Morocco  for  his  palace  in  Rabat.  Upon  returning  to  the  U.S.  they  settled  in 
Washington  D.C.  where  Elizabeth  joined  a co-operative  art  gallery.  "We  had  to  learn  professionalism  as  artists  to  survive  and  we  did!  It  thrives  today."  The 
60's  in  Washington  demanded  new  approaches  to  watercolor  and  she  started  going  to  the  AWS  shows  in  NY,  at  that  time  held  at  the  National  Academy. 

She  saw  new  styles,  texture,  hot  press  techniques,  studied  them  and  began  incorporating  them  in  her  work.  In  1979  they  moved  back  to  Boston  and 
Elizabeth  became  a member  of  the  Copley  Society  and  the  then  "Boston  Watercolor  Society".  Elizabeth  now  lives  on  Cape  Cod  and  settled  in  teaching  art  ' 
to  fill  the  void  of  rough  competition,  or  so  she  thought.  "Little  did  I know  that  in  the  next  20  years,  the  Cape  would  develop  into  a major  place  to  collect  art.

While  in  college  Michael  took  art  classes  and  did  some  commission  work.  Until  then,  his  favorite  medium  was  oil, 
but  again  he  detoured.  During  a Christmas  holiday  week,  while  working  for  a carpenter  at  the  Trapp  Family  Lodge  in 
Stowe,  VT,  he  developed  a severe  allergic  reaction  to  oils  and  their  solvents.  This  left  a void  for  several  years  until  he 
discovered  the  magical  appeal  of  watercolor. 

Michael  took  many  classes  and  workshops  during  his  21  years  in  corporate  Boston,  then  took  the  plunge  to  follow  his  dreams  of  being  a full-time  painter. 
Over  the  past  13  years  he  has  continued  to  study  and  stretch,  allowing  himself  the  freedom  to  explore  and  "play."  The  process  is  very  important  to  him. 

Through  this  experimental  approach  Michael  developed  a deep  passion  and  appreciation  for  abstract  art.  He  became  aware  of  the  limitless 
possibilities  for  exciting  designs  that  evoke  feelings  and  emotions  verses  subject  matter  that  is  "over  done."  A good  abstract  is  the  result  of  following  the 
same  elements  of  design  as  representational  art.  This  approach  has  helped  him  to  take  risks  and  not  be  afraid  to  make  mistakes  and  therefore  has  given 
him  a higher  confidence  for  creating  watercolors  that  are  fresh  and  alive,  which  he  feels  is  the  ultimate  goal  of  a watercolor  painting.  He  is  very  blessed 
and  grateful  to  have  had  wonderful  teachers  and  mentors  who  have  guided  him  plus  the  loving  support  of  his  life  long  partner,  Sal  Vento. 

Michael  divides  his  time  between,  MA,  VT  and  FL.  He  is  never  bored  between  teaching  in  watercolor,  exploring  in  mixed  media  and  collage,  managing 
his  Red  Bam  Studio/Gallery  in  his  home  town  of  Montgomery,  VT,  and  painting  at  his  ocean  side  studio  in  Hull,  MA.

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I WAS  BORN  IN  CHINA.  I DON'T  REMEMBER  WHEN  I FIRST  STARTED  DRAWING  AND  PAINTING.  It  must  be  very  early 
childhood.  But  I remember  being  pampered  with  praises  and  encouragements  from  my  art  teachers.  As  a teenager 
I had  private  lessons  and  went  to  art  school  in  the  summer.  I remember  overhearing  my  art  teacher  arguing  with  my 
parents  about  the  different  kinds  of  art  lessons  I should  take  and  about  letting  me  to  pursue  a career  in  art.  I also 
remember  my  parents'  response.  They  told  me  not  to  take  my  art  teacher  too  seriously. 

I came  to  the  United  States  in  1952  to  attend  St.  Norbert  College  in  Wisconsin,  where  I had  my  first  one-man  show 
of  watercolors.  After  I transferred  to  study  architecture,  I continued  to  enjoy  art  lessons  as  part  of  architectural  training. 
Between  my  undergraduate  studies  and  graduate  school,  I traveled  in  Europe  for  9 months  sketching.  That  was  the  last 
time  I ever  did  any  painting  and  art-drawings  until  30  years  later.  In  the  mean  time,  architecture  was  all  consuming. 

Of  course,  I continued  to  draw  & sketch  as  the  basic  part  of  architectural  design.  But  in  architecture,  one  sketches 
from  the  head,  to  the  hand,  then  to  the  eyes,  and  back  to  the  head  to  start  all  over  again.  In  art,  one  draws  from  the  eyes,  to  the  hand,  then  to  the  heart 
as  well  as  head,  and  back  to  the  hand  and  eyes.  They  are  totally  different. 

Around  1993, 13  years  ago,  I felt  an  increasing  need  to  balance  my  architectural  life  with  painting.  So  I spent  a week's  vacation  taking  a watercolor 
workshop  with  Susan  Shatters.  It  just  happened  that  I had  a lot  of  Chinese  brushes,  which  were  perfect  for  watercolors.  That  got  me  back  into  painting 
again.  I continue  to  take  workshops  and  lessons  up  to  this  day.  Watercolor  turned  out  perfect  for  my  need.  It  is  fast.  It  is  lyrical.  I can  finish  a painting  in 
one  sitting,  working  in  evenings  and  weekends.  Painting  can  easily  fill  the  gaps  between  architectural  projects,  which  are  like  rocks  in  a jar,  where  ( <• 
watercolor  can  flow  in  like  sand  between  the  rocks,  making  the  jar  fuller  but  not  filled  over. 

Soon  I began  entering  my  paintings  to  group  shows  and  one-person  shows,  became  a Signature  Member  of  the  New  England  Watercolor  Society. 

I received  some  awards.  Some  of  my  paintings  began  to  be  bought.  In  2004, 1 retired  from  my  architectural  office.  I still  maintained  a small  office  at  home, 
now.  But  my  attention  is  focused  on  watercolor  painting.  This  is  my  4th  one-man  show  since  my  retirement.  So,  I've  been  very  busy  with  my  second  career.

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"HOW  DOES  AN  ARTIST  DESCRIBE  SHEER  JOY?"  Marshfield  watercolorist  Virginia  Avery  asks  rhetorically.  "For  me  it's  when  I 
have  a paintbrush  in  my  hand  and  it's  dancing  around  a piece  of  watercolor  paper  making  meaningful  and  colorful  marks. 
The  special  transparency  that  can  be  attained  with  watercolor  is  impossible  with  any  other  medium.  I love  the  look  of  a 
color  wash  scooting  across  the  pure  white  paper  Watercolor  is  a joyous,  spontaneous,  delightful  and  expressive  medium 
— the  way  it  flows  across  the  paper,  the  luminosity  is  not  possible  with  other  media.  By  combining  techniques  such  as  wet 
washes,  glazing,  collage,  and  monotypes  I try  to  bring  the  emotion  and  light  I see  in  the  world  around  me  to  paper. 

"I  can't  imagine  not  painting,  as  a child  I would  hoard  scraps  of  paper  and  confiscate  old  envelopes  and  circulars  that 
had  a clean  space  to  draw  on.  Now,  between  painting  in  my  studio  and  teaching.  I'm  involved  with  some  aspect  of  painting 
every  day.  And  I find  that  the  teaching  I do  helps  reinforce  and  stimulate  ideas  for  my  own  work.  The  biggest  high  I get  is 
when  a student  shows  progress  or  revels  in  the  joy  of  learning. 

"For  me  it  is  also  a matter  of  survival.  I won't  deny  there  can  be  frustrations  and  dry  spells  but,  in  general,  painting  is 
joyous  and  absorbing.  I try  not  to  let  a day  go  by  without  some  kind  of  art  experience  — reading,  taking  photographs,  teaching,  visiting  a museum,  writing  down  my 
thoughts,  discussing  art  with  artists,  or  just  meditating.  As  long  as  this  happens,  I can  deal  with  life's  ups  and  downs." 

Avery  often  paints  on  location.  Avery  grew  up  on  a twenty-acre  farm  in  Manomett,  MA  and  always  remembers  being  aware  of  nature's  beauty.  She 
attended  Boston  University  and  majored  in  art  education.  Out  of  college  she  first  taught  at  Moses  Brown  in  Providence,  then  at  an  elementary  school  in 
Boston.  While  there  she  took  her  first  watercolor  class  at  the  School  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  She's  been  published  in  WATERCOLOR  MAGIC,  AMERICAN 
ARTIST  WATERCOLOR  MAGAZINE  AND  THE  ARTIST  MAGAZINE,  and  for  ten  years  she  held  international  workshops.  Her  watercolors  have  been  in  national  shows 
of  the  American  Watercolor  Society,  National  Watercolor  Society,  Midwest  Watercolor  Society  and  Springfield  Art  League. 

Avery  likes  the  idea  that  her  work  is  constantly  changing.  "I  hope  that  my  work  will  be  recognized  for  its  honesty,  expressiveness,  freshness  and 
originality.  I want  to  grow  and  surprise  my  audience.  I don't  want  to  remain  static."

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ARTIST  PROFILE 


THE  DAY  AFTER  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATION  I WAS  DRAFTED  INTO  THE  ARMY,  and  served  my  time  in  Greenland.  In  off  duty  hours  I 
played  the  drums  at  the  Officers'  Club.  Music  was  my  major  interest  during  high  school,  but  after  the  war  I enrolled  in  art 
school  in  Boston,  studying  commercial  illustration.  After  graduating  from  the  the  School  of  Practical  Art  in  1950, 1 worked  in 
advertising  and  editorial  art  and  painted  in  watercolor  in  my  spare  time.  Not  having  had  any  classes  in  watercolor  painting,  I 
developed  my  ability  as  a watercolor  painter  by  studying  the  work  of  the  artists  I most  admired.  This  included  Winslow  Homer, 
John  Singer  Sargent,  and  Andrew  Wyeth  plus  various  local  artists.  The  best  result  of  my  commercial  art  career  was  meeting 
Elaine,  who  worked  as  a fashion  illustrator  in  Boston,  and  also  pursued  watercolor  in  her  free  time. 

In  1963, 1 joined  the  faculty  of  my  school,  now  named  the  Art  Institute  of  Boston  and  taught  illustration  and  fine  arts 
watercolor.  This  was  more  personally  rewarding  and  gave  me  more  quality  time  for  painting  and  exhibiting.  I began  to  win 
awards,  and  did  demonstrations  and  watercolor  workshops  locally  and  eventually  out  of  state,  especially  in  the  Southeastern 
and  Southwestern  parts  of  the  country. 

From  the  1950's  on,  it  has  been  satisfying  to  observe  watercolor  grow  in  stature  as  a major  medium  and  be  a part  of  this 
through  various  memberships.  I became  a member  of  NEWS  in  1955;  The  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  in  1959,  The  American  Watercolor  Society  in  1963;  and  a full 
member  of  the  The  National  Academy  in  1 973.  In  1 980 1 became  a Dolphin  Fellow  of  the  AWS.  In  1 967 1 was  invited  to  exhibit  in  the  1 00th  Anniversary  of  the  AWS 
at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  in  NYC. 

During  the  1 960's,  Elaine  and  I had  our  own  summer  gallery  on  Cape  Cod,  but  our  personal  compass  pointed  north  to  coastal  Maine,  and  eventually  we 
established  our  own  watercolor  workshop  in  Port  Clyde,  Maine  where  we  painted  during  the  summer.  In  the  early  1960's,  I had  the  rare  and  memorable  opportunity 
to  meet  Andrew  Wyeth  there,  and  was  invited  to  his  home  studio  for  a critique  of  my  work. 

In  1970, 1 won  the  Charles  Fox  Purchase  Prize  for  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Farnsworth  Museum  in  Rockland,  Maine,  and  was  given  a one  person  show 
at  the  museum  in  1972. 

In  1 984,  we  had  a teaching  art  book  published  by  North  Light,  titled  "Watercolor  for  All  Seasons.”  Although  I had  liked  figure  work,  I have  focused  on 
landscape,  and  still  find  new  challenges  in  the  changing  atmosphere  and  seasons.  I will  always  be  an  advocate  for  striving  for  deeper  concepts  and  not  settling  for 
a formularized  point  of  view  in  the  expressive  medium  of  watercolor.  Now  in  South  Central  New  York  State,  we  are  enjoying  the  landscape  of  the  northern  foothills 
of  the  Catskills,  with  views  right  out  our  studio  windows. 
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Mike  Mazer  exhibited  in  the  11th  Heartland  Artists  Exhibition  in 


Merriam  Kansas  (Honorable  Mention);  the  Midland  Arts 
Association  2007  Spring  National  Show  (Third  Place  in 
Watercolor).  He  is  currently  exhibiting  in  the  Missouri  Watercolor 
^^ciety's  7th  National;  Society  of  Watercolor  Artists,  26th 
National;  the  Red  River  Valley  International  Exhibition  at  the  Red 
River  Valley  Museum  in  TX,  and  has  been  included  in  the  Hudson 
Valley  Art  Association's  76th  Annual  at  the  National  Arts  Qub  in 
NYC;  the  1st  Annual  Great  Lakes  Regional  Exhibition  of  the 
American  Society  of  Marine  Artists;  and  will  be  exhibiting  in 
"Leading  Masters  of  Contemporary  Realism"  at  the  Winstanley- 
Roark  Fine  Arts  Gallery,  Dennis,  MA,  featuring  selected  members 
of  the  International  Guild  of  Realism  July  24- August  5.  He  has 
gained  artist  membership  in  the  Connecticut  Academy  of  Fine  Arts 
and  the  San  Diego  Watercolor  Society.

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ARTIST  PROFILE 


I GUESS  I WOULD  HAVE  TO  SAY  THAT  I HAVE  DONE  EVERYTHING  IN  MY  LIFE  BACKWARDS.  But  the  good  news  is 
— It  worked.  As  a child  I knew  I loved  to  draw  but  this  was  something  I did  on  my  own,  since  art  was  not 
offered  as  a subject  in  my  school.  A year  after  my  high  school  graduation  I married  my  sweetheartTom, 
and  soon  began  producing  our  family  of  five  daughters.  With  little  time  to  spare,  art  in  the  form  of  painting 
was  put  aside.  Designing  and  sewing  clothes  for  my  girls  and  me  was  a priority. 

Then,  after  moving  to  Marshfield  I heard  about  a popular  watercolor  instructor  named  Virginia  Avery.  I 
signed  up  for  Ginnys  classes,  and  this  is  when  I realized  that  I was  an  artist.  I loved  painting  so  much  in 
spite  of  my  very  busy  life,  I found  the  time  to  paint  everyday. 

Within  a year  or  two  I began  entering  shows  and  much  to  my  surprise  I not  only  got  in,  but  also  got  awards.  Next  thing,  I tried  out  for 
the  Copley  Society  and  was  accepted  as  a member.  And  then,  in  1983  I was  accepted  into  our  New  England  Watercolor  Society  and  my 
credentials  have  continued  to  grow. 

You  might  think  I would  have  been  content  with  things  as  they  were,  but  there  was  one  thing  I hadn't  accomplished.  I always  wished  I 
had  attended  college.  So,  in  1 987, 1 registered  as  a full  time  student  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  I'm  not  saying  that  going  back  to 
school  at  forty  was  a piece  of  cake,  I worked  very  hard,  but  I graduated  in  1991  (Summa  com  laude)  knowing  that  I had  accomplished 
what  I set  out  to  learn  and  I had  the  time  of  my  life  doing  it. 

Since  then  I have  been  teaching  watercolor,  traveling  to  exotic  places  and  doing  things  I never  dreamed  possible.  I hope  I don't  sound 
like  I am  bragging,  I am  just  thrilled  with  the  way  my  life  is  going  and  I can't  wait  to  see  what's  next... 
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Watercolor  Society's  61st  International  Aqueous  2007;  AAPL'S  79th 
Grand  National  Exhibition;  North  East  Watercolor  Society's 
International  and  Oklahoma  Watercolor  Society's  National  where 
he  also  gained  Signature  membership.  Mike  was  chosen  in  the 
100  of  Paint  America's  "Paint  the  Parks".  He  won  a 
Merchandise  Award  in  the  Farmington  Museum's  Gateway  to 
Imagination  National  Exhibition  in  Farmington,  New  Mexico.

IT  SEEMS  I'VE  BEEN  DRAWING  AS  LONG  AS  I CAN  REMEMBER.  Growing  up  outside  of  NYC,  and 
being  interested  in  art,  seemed  to  destine  me  to  the  big  world  of  advertising  in  the  city.  So  I 
entered  art  school  at  1 6,  and  3 years  later  was  working  for  $20  a week  in  a large  art  studio 
learning  the  ropes.  I watched  and  was  tutored  by  illustrators,  letterers,  retouchers,  art  directors; 
sometimes  working  through  the  night.  I loved  the  excitement,  and  learned  much.  A two  year 
time  out  for  the  Army  during  the  Korean  War,  and  I was  back  at  the  old  job,  becoming  the 
Studio  Manager  of  about  1 5 artists.  But  my  outlook  was  different;  I saw  NY  in  a different 
way,  not  knowing  before  that  anything  different  existed.  My  love  of  the  outdoors  and  Maine  drew  me  to  quit  my  job  and  move  to 
Massachusetts,  where  I could  make  a living  and  still  fish  and  travel  to  Maine  easily.  I had  only  dabbled  a bit  doing  watercolors  up  to  that 
point.  Joining  several  local  art  groups  gave  me  incentive  to  paint,  but  not  fully.  I free-lanced  mostly  in  an  ad  agency  in  Boston  where  time 
was  money,  not  speculation.  Books  by  Kautsky,  Whitney  and  others  gave  me  more  insight  and  knowledge;  and  the  interest  in 
watercolors  grew.  Encouraged  by  an  artist  named  Nunzio  Vayana  to  exhibit  in  Ogonquit,  Maine;  I then  started  to  enter  local  shows  and 
spiraled  outward.  After  almost  30  years  in  advertising,  I left  it  to  teach  at  Keefe  Technical  High  School  in  Framingham,  where  I could 
share  my  knowledge  with  young  people.  Although  I taught  watercolor  to  my  students,  I still  did  not  commit  myself  fully  to  it.  After  13  v 

years,  I retired  in  1 990  and  only  then  did  I pursue  it  on  a regular  basis  as  I do  now.  I love  it,  I am  passionate  about  it;  but  I also  find  it 
frustrating,  as  well  as  fascinating  and  rewarding.  I wouldn't  want  to  be  doing  anything  else.
